-MANUFACTURING RIGHTS. 


In another part of this number we 
are publishing a letter from Prof. F. 
W. Nish, which we believe is of con- 
siderable interest to pharmacists in 
general. In an article published in the 
November issue, on page 139, Prof. 
Nish spoke about the possibility of 
manufacturing the preparation known 
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as “Atophan.” There is a difference. 


of opinion upon this point and our at- 
tention has been called to the same. 
In other words, it is doubtful that this 
preparation can be manufactured by 
any pharmacist caring to do so. “In 


looking up the general principles to. 


be followed for the Ninth Revision 
(U. S. P., IX, pg. XXXI) found in 


the abstract of the proceedings of the 


Ninth Decennial Convention, 1910, 


‘the scope of the Pharmacopoeia 


reads: “We recommend that the Com- 


- mittee of Revision be authorized to 


admit into the Pharmacopoeia any 


medicinal substance of known origin, 


but no substance or combination of 


substances shall be introduced if the 


composition or mode of manufacture 
thereof be kept secret,-.or if it be con- 


trolled by unlimited proprietary or 
patent rights, etc.” In looking over 


this recommendation we must confess 
that we are in doubt about the legal 


right to manufacture an article of this 


kind unless the firm has given full 
and unlimited permission to do so. 
Whether the manufacturers of Ato- 
phan did this or not we do not know. 


It has been the generally-accepted 


view of pharmacists and physicians 


that any preparation entering the 
Pharmacopoeia was common property 
so far as manufacturing, sales, etc., is 
concerned. We are aware, however, 


that a proprietary trade mark or name 
may not be used. 


This is an important question and 
one in which we are all concerned. 
It seems to us that the recommenda- 


tion is rather indefinite, as articles — 


may be received into the Pharmaco- 
poeia before the patent rights have ex- 
pired. It would seem necessary to 
have full authority, and to retain the 


generally accepted understanding, that 


the Pharmacopoeia is an open book 
and that no secrecy or limitations 
shall hinder any one from making the 
freest possible use of any and all its 
preparations. 


If any other interpretation can be 
placed upon this question as Prof. 


Nish says, “itis highly important that 
the pharmaceutical and medical pub- 


lic should know it.” If any of our 


readers can give us more enlighten- 
upon this point we shall 


to hear from them. 
TO VEGETABLE 
POWDERS. 


The present number contains an im- 


portant paper by Dr. Albert Schnei- 


der.. It is a key to the vegetable 
powdered drugs. The same will ap- 
pear in two parts, the first one of 
which occurs in this number and the 
second key is based upon the histo- 
logical structure and will appear in 


the January issue. These keys are 
“very valuable and should be of much 


assistance to those who are interested 
in the study of vegetable powders. 
The histological key is the more val- 


able of the two. These keys repre- 


sent years of careful work and re- 
search on the subject and we hope 
they may be genuinely helpful to our 
readers. The new Pharmacopoeia 
having recognized vegetable powders 
makes the subject doubly important 
at this time. 


MINNESOTA PHARMACISTS 
FOR PREREQUISITE. 


A referendum vote, taken in Min- 
nesota among druggists of the State, 
shows that 77 per cent. of the nearly 
1100 votes returned are favorable to 
a prerequisite law. There are 1540 
registered pharmacists in Minnesota, 
so the vote taken indicates a prefer- 
ence, and also exhibits an interest, 


for it is indeed a very difficult matter 


to secure such a percentage of replies 
to any subject, no matter how deeply 
the recipients of communications may 
be interested.

also a member of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association and of the 
American Chemical Society, and has 
always been keenly interested in edu- 
cational lines, not only in Pharmacy 
but the Allied Sciences.

The proc- 
ess of powdering does not change the 
taste and odor qualitatively, but quan-

The following 
suggestions may prove useful. If the 
odor is very weak, it may be con- 
cluded that the powder is old, or that 
it may be adulterated with some odor- 
less substance. If the taste is ab- 
normally weak, the addition of some 


tasteless substance may be suspected. 


In comparatively rare instances adul- 
teration is indicated by qualitative 
differences in odor as well as in taste.

In commenting on Asdites Phenyl- 
cinchoninicum U. S. P. (The. Pacific 
Pharmacist, Nov., 1916, pg. 139), I 
stated: “Since this acid has been 
made official in the U. S. P., it’can be 


legally produced and sold under the | 


official title by any firm caring to 
embark in this enterprise.” 

There seems to be a_ question 
whether this acid can be legally pro- 
duced even under its official title by 
manufacturers in general, so it has 
been suggested that the above state- 
ment 15 erroneous. 


It was not my intention to Ve SO 
bold as to interpret the patent laws 
of the United States, nor to say any- 
thing which might lead the unsus- 
pecting into legal difficulties, nor to 
question the legal claims of any pro- 


ducer, manufacturer or holder of pro- — 


prietary or patent rights. It was in- 


tended that the article should read: 


“Since this acid has been made off- 
cial in the U. S. P., it is probable 
that it may be produced and sold un- 
der the official title by any firm 
caring to embark in this enterprise.” 


This acid has been officially recog- 


nized and introduced into the U. S. P. 
by the Revision Committee, hence it 
might be inferred that its’ manufac- 
ture as Acidum Phenyleinchoninicum 
is not controlled by unlimited pro- 
prietary or patent rights. 

This inference is drawn from a lit- 
eral ‘interpretation of the General 
Principles to Be Followed for the 
Ninth Revision (U. S$. P., IX, pg. 
XXXI) found in the Abstract of the 
Proceedings of the Ninth Decennial 
Convention, 1910. The scope of the 
Pharmacopoeia reads: “We _ recom- 
mend that the Committee of Revision 
be authorized to admit into the Phar- 


macopoeia any medicinal, substance 
of known origin, but no substance or 
combination. of substances shall ‘be 


: introduced if the composition or mode 


of manufacture thereof be kept: se- 


cret, or, if it be controlled by unlim- 


ited: proprietary or patent rights, etc.” 
Here we have the recommendations 
of the United States Pharmacopoeial 


Convention to the. Revision .Commit- 


tee outlining. the general principles to 
be followed and clearly: defining the 
scope of the oh 


If. the above inference is wrong, I 


would be pleased to know it and also 


be shown wherein it is wrong. If 
any substance, chemical compound or 
preparation has been officially recog- 


nized and introduced into the U. S. 
P. the production or manufacture of 
which is hedged about in any manner » 
by proprietary or patent rights, it is 
my opinion that these ‘facts should 
be made ‘known to the ‘medical and 
pharmaceutical public.

Company, gave a very in- 
teresting lecture before the associated 
students November 29th, at 9 o’clock. 
The subject was “The Birth of a 
Beaker,” and the main ere of me 
lecture follow: 
There are two general of fur- 
naces in which the materials for ma- 
king glass are melted; namely, the 
tank and pot furnaces. After the glass 
is melted a mass is gathered on a blow 
pipe. This mass may weigh from five 
to fifty pounds. The worker is called 
a “gatherer.” He passes it on to the 
‘“marver” who rolls it on a steel plate 
in order to start a bubble, which is the 
starting point of the beaker. The 
mass is now reheated and the “gaffler” 
or “blower” attaches a “punty rod” to 
the opposite end and pulls the mass 
into the desired Size, whether it be 
for large jars or tubing. 

The annealing process is next in 
order and is carried out either in a 
“leer” or an annealing oven, which re- 
quires from twelve to twenty-four 
hours. After the beaker has been 
moulded it is transferred to a revolv- 
ing table in order to receive a diamond 
cut around the top so as to remove the 
extra amount of glass, which falls off 
when the flame is applied. It is then 
reheated and the beaker is flanged. 
One side is now r heated and a lip put 
on.

A regular. monthly meeting of the 
executive committee of this medical 
association occurred on the evening 
of November 27, 1916, at 516 West 
140th street, New York City. 


After the election of new members, 
Dr. Brothers, the corresponding sec- 
retary, announced that he took pleas- 
ure in reporting that 1033 new mem- 


bers had been elected during the past 


forty-three months. 
It was decided to hold the ‘next 


meeting of the executive committee 


on Tuesday evening, December 26, 


1916, at 80. Madison avenue, New 


York City. 


In view of its vital importance, the 
committee discussed its outline of the 
“Insurance Salary Bill,” adopted on 
October 28, 1912 (before its considera- 
tion by the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, the British Medical Associa- 
tion or any other medical body), to 
be framed and passed by the various 
State Legislatures throughout the 
country, in conformity with the sen- 
timent of the rank and file of the 
medical, 


Its intention is to place all who apply 
upon a fixed salary, without favorit- 
ism or discrimination. The general 
decision was, to co-operate with the 
County Medical Society and the Fed- 
eration of Economic Leagues. _ 

The committee announced the re- 
ceipt of the first title of paper to be 
tread before the 20th annual conven- 
tion of this medical association, in 
New York City, on the evening of 
May 28, 1917. The author of the 
paper was Prof. Max Meyer, M. D., 
and was entitled, “New Remedies De-

NEW YORK ANTI-DRUG LAW 


In a decision upholding the law ma- 
king it a misdemeanor to have narcotic 
drugs in one’s possession, Justice Gar- 
vin in Special Sessions, New York City, 
said: 

“When conditions are so serious as to 
require a special police squad, which 
devotes all its attention to drug users 
and sellers; when the municipal authori- 
ties find it necessary to maintain a large 
farm colony to which drug victims may 
be committed for treatment, and when 
criminals are daily pleading that had it 
not been that they were under the in- 
fluence of a drug they would not have 
committed crime, it becomes manifest 
that any legislation of the character of 
the disputed section is well within the 
police power of the State.” 

Counsel for Cora Mareey, convicted 
of having morphine in her possession, 
attacked the constitutionality of the ac- 
tion.

our college building, and I again refer 
to the subject, believing that under the 
stimulus which will undoubtedly be 
given by the pharmacy law, the number 
of students will be largely increased. 
“From the report of Professor 
Searby, chairman of the Board of Trus- 


tees, it was learned that 14 meetings of 


the board had been held during the 


past year. In addition to this, their la- 
bors on the examining committee dur- 
ing the examination at the end of the > 


college term, were unusually arduous, 
both the Senior and Junior classes hav- 
ing been large and thousands of papers 
having to be gone over.
